A Pistform Favoring Liquer License, the Present 
Variff, Indorsing “ fhat Man Arthur,” and Pour- 
ing Ov Upon the Wounds of Chariey 
Foster — Sherman es President. 


Cotumbus, Ohio., June 6.—The convention 
last night selected Senator Sherman for presi- 
dent of the convention and George Groote, of 
Cleveland, for secretary. The committee on 
resolutions held a session, which continued 
up to a late hour, and will finish its report 
this morning. It is understood that the plat- 
form will indorse liquor taxation, the admin- 
istration of Arthur and Foster; that it will 
contain a strong tariff plank; that it will de- 
clare in favor of abolishing the contract con- 
vict labor system, and favor the restoration of 
the wool tariff. The new state central com- 
mittee adjourned to June 20, when it will 
organize. Judge Foraker has been nominated 
for governor by acclamation. 

THE IOWA TICKET. 

DesMornes, June 6.—The democratic state 
convention met to-day and organized. Indi- 
cations are that Judge L. Q. Kinne will be 
nominated for governor. At the afternoon 
session Judge Kinne was nominated for goy- 
ernor:; Justice C. Clark for lieutenant govern- 
or. The platform denounces the abuse of the 
civil service by the republican party; favors 
the extension of the civil service laws to 
every department of the government; ar- 
raigns the last congress for extravagance; -1n 
dorses the tariff for revenue only and a grad- 
nal reduction of the protective duties; de- 
nounces the tariff legislation of the last con- 
gress as aresult ofS corrupt and disgraceful 
intrigues and shameless attempts to 
perpetuate existing evils under the pretence 
of tariffreform; opposes the constitutional 
prohibition and in the interest of practical 
temperance favorsa well regulated license 
law, with a penalty of forfeiture of license for 
its violation; affirms the right of the legisla- 
tive regulation of railways, but holds that 
the power should be so exercised as to pro- 
mote friendship between the railways aud 
people; demands that the government protect 
its citizens from imprisonment by any foreign 
government without charge or right of trial, 
and cordially sympathizes with the oppressed 
of all nations. struggling for their 
constitutional rights and liberties. 
Judge Kinne delivered an address accepting 
nomination and indorsing the platform. He 
promised to make it a fighting campaign, and 
said that, successful or not in this one, the 
democrats would sweep the state at the next 
presidential election. The convention then 
adjourned.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 6.—The editor of the 
Journal telegraphed to-day to Mr. Jap Tur- 
pen, of the Wabash Courier, who is the gen- 
tleman with whom Mr. Hendricks had the 
recently published conversation, and he re 
ceived the following answer: :

Hendricks asking that ithe conversation be not 
published, Atthattime the article comprised a 
part of the whole edition of a very valuabie county 
paper that Lee Liun, the editor, would not have 
withheld, thoughtassured that to circulate it was 
to destroy every presidential boom in the Common- 
wealth ‘There was nothing neither implied or 
understood during the interview to warn me that 
the writing of it would be # violation of confidence. 
lIfanythingis imputed to Mr. Hendricks unsaid by 
that geutleman, my memory is not an iach long.

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THE OTTMAN CASE. 


The Authorities Trying to Explain Away a Pubiic 
Scandai— Department Matters: 

W asHinocton, June 6.—The department of 

justice furnished to the Associated Press this 


evening, a series of twelve letters and reports. 


relating to the recently compromised Ottman 
case,in which the government sought to re- 
cover a large sum of money said to have been 
stolen from the treasury department in June, 
ik75. The correspondence thus furnished is 
said to include ali letters and papers on file in 
the department of justice, which have any 
material connection with the case, and it 
covers a period of time extending from De- 
cember 1%, 1877, to June 6th, 1883. The 
terms of compromise set forth in 
the ietters seem to have been approved by 
the attorney.general, but no written approval 
appears in the correspondence. On the 7th 
of June, 1882, Mr. Geo, Biiss, to whom the 
case bad been referred, wrote Attorney-Gen- 
al Brewster as follows: ‘‘The adjustment au- 
thorized by you in the case of Ottmann, has 
been carried out, and there has been deposit- 
ed $12,700 in the treasury to the credit of the 
United States.”’ 
CORKHILL APPEARS. 

The last letter of the series is from District 
Attorney Corkhill, to the atwrney general, 
and is us follows: “fon. Benjamin Harris 
Brewster, Attorney General—Sir: In reply 
to your inquiry concerning certain matters 
in connection with the case of the United 
States ys. Ottman, I have to state that my 
letter of February 8, 1852, gives in detail the 
exact condition of the case at 
that time, as far as it «appears 
from the records of the court. While | could 
not, owing to my relations to the defendant 
as one of bis counsel, act for the government 
in acompromise, a careful examination of 
the report of Colonel George Bliss, special 
counsel, to whom the case was referred, which 
I made at the time, fully sustained the state- 
ment [I made to you then,’ that 
the case was one which 
should be compromised, and the propositiou 
was one which at least the government should 
not object to. That there were suspicious 
circunistances in connection with the deporit 
of money in the Alexandria bank, which 
justified its attachment by the government, 
is true, but on trial there was an absolute fail- 
ure to identify the money, asithad no spe- 
cial marks by which it cou'd be identified as 
the money swlen, Whether Ottman actual- 
ly stole the money or received it after it 
was stolen, or, not, one thing 
is very certain, that no honest jury on any 
evidence the government could obtain, would 
have found him guilty. He was indicted 
nearly nine years ago, was tried twice, and 
was insisting and demanding another a, 


knowledge of ull the testimony 
that it was impussible for the 
prosecution in good faith to ask for a convic- 
tion upon the indictments, Under these cir- 
cumstances, to compromise the civil action 
underattachment, and nol pros the indict- 
ments was all that could be done. 
THE AMOUNT STOLEN, 

The amount stolen was $31,500. It was 
claimed that the actual bills stolen from the 
treasury were traced to Ottoman’s possession. 
The latter was at that time a liquor dealer in 
Washington. Under a compromise $19,000 
was Sawarded to Ottman, and it has jbeen 
freely charged in the newspapers that of this 
sum only $3,000 reached Ottman, who is now 
a barkeeper in New York. 

BREWSTER IN COURT,

Haverly Attached—A Big Suit For Damages—The 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

New York, June 6.—The Methodist Book 
concern of this city is publishing a volume 
known as the People’s Encyclopedia of Uni- 
versal Knowledge. On the llth of March 
they made an agreement with James Baker 
tu act as agent in introducing the work. He 
immediately proceeded to do so, but he after- 
wards received notice that the contract had 
been rescinded. Hehas broughtsuit in Kings 
county supreme court for $100,000 for a viola- 
tion ef contract, and the case is now on trial 
in Brooklyn.

The Sumptuous Fleating Palace He WIll Soon fall in 
Reund the W orid. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—Jay Gould, his son 
George, and Rh. 8. Hayes, of St. Louis, paid a 
flying visit to this city yesterday, apd after a 
hasty look at Gould’s yacht, the Atalanta, re- 
turned to New York. Gould said that he was 
well satisfied with the work. so far, and was 
looking forward with ‘much pleasure to the 
two years’ holiday he contemplated.

PRUSSIA AND THE POPE. 


THE N&W LAW DECLARED THE 
MOST LIBERAL OFFER YBT. 


The Meesure Regarded as a Back Down on the Part of 
the Government—The Health oi Queen V.cic-« 
ria~Tria!l of the Bleckhand Oonspirstors 
in Spain—Discontent in Russia. 


Bertin, June 6.—The government bill rela- 
tive to the differences between the goveru- 
ment and the Catholic church is prefaced by 
the statement that the government is anxious | 
to serve the interests of the vAwesian Catho- 
lics by providing for regular services in the 
vacant parishes. Therefore, on the vatican 
declining to accept the proposals which 
Prussia had offered, the government deemed 
it their duty to grant without awaiting the 
result of further negotiations with Rome 
these concessions which were announced in 
the government’s note to the vatican of May 
5th, and which do not impair the authority of 


the state. The liberal papers consider that 
the bill shows a fresh retreat on the part of 
the government, and that the concessions 
which it makes exceed those announced in 
the note of May 5th. The Germania (clerical 
organ) also thinks the concessions provided 
forin the bill are larger and better than 
those heretofore offered. The centre party 
will probably accept the bill, while the con- 
servatives will certainly support it. A major- 
ity thus seems to be secured for the measure. 
The Germania also says the bill is the first 
step toward a more thorough revision of the 
May laws. The National Zeitung says the 
cullarkampi is ended, and that Prussia has 
laid down her arms. The centre party, it 
says, has been repaid for voting in favor of 
the arbitrary powers conferred on the police 
by the trade regulation bill. The people at 
the next election must evade the 
danger which is threatened by 
the church policy of the government. 
VON MOLTKE IN FRANCE AND ITALY. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The declaration by Gen- 
eral Wimpfens, of the French army, that the 
recent trip of Marshal Von Moltke was for 
the purpose of acquainting himself with the 
stragetical points along the frontier, has 
caused much attention to be drawn to that 
journey. The Bordighera newspapers enlarge 
on his enthusiasm for the picturésque scenes 
with which their shores abound and publish 
accounts of fragmentary conversations which 
the Venerable warrior has had with some of 
their reporters. The Evenement, however, 
takes a more serious view of this boliday ex- 
cursion than its Italian contemporaries, as 
may be gathered from the following para- 
graph:—‘*The journey,” says the Evenement. 
“which Marshal Von Moltke is 
now making in Italy, is forming the 
subiect. of a great deal of comment 
in political circles. The old Prussian soldier 
is engaged in strategical studies along the 
Corniche road. He has traveled along the 
whole of the Franco-Italian frontier, which he 
bas minutely observed. We may add that 
Marshal von Moltke has Jeen the object of 
a sympathetic demonstrawfon at San Remo. 
The French military authorities hava@drawn 
the attention of the minister of war in Paris 
On the other hand 
the Petit seen age mage the following 
from Mentene:—‘'M. de Moltke has just 
made a tour in Italy, where he has met with, 
though in private, a most cordial reception. 
At Genoa, the Italian officers have covered 
him with marks of respect and attachment, 
and at San Remo the inhabitants were 
enthusiastic,. despite the extreme. <is- 
cretion which the marshal recommends to 
all around him. Nevertheless, he is travel- 
ing under his real name. It was on his 
return from San Remo, and onlyon May 16th 
that the field marshal put foot in our tern- 
tory. The information I have received tells 
me that he avoided the railway in order to 
escape the watchfulness to which his presence 
could not fail to give rise. Accordingly he 
went by carriage from San Remo to Monaco, 
where he made no stay, and on his return 
thence stopped at this town. He put up at 
the Grand Hotel National, kept by a German 
of the name of Bertsch, who, as may be im- 
agined, was very proud of his guest. He 
passed the night there with a person who 
was apparently his aide-de-camp, and was his 
only companion. The next morning be set 
out again for San Remo, this time taking the 
train. He was not noticed.”’ 

THE NIHILISTS IN RUSSIA, 

Lonvon, June 6.—The Times correspondent 
at Paris, says a nihilist communique has been 
issued, which states thatthe whole force of 
the Russian government and its most intelli- 
gent spies having been concentrated at Mos- 
cow, during the coronation festivities, the 
nihilists took advantage thereof to spread 
their doctrines and enroll supporters of their 
cause in St. Petersburg and other centres of 
population. It says the strength of the party 
in St. Petersburg is greatly increasing and as- 
serts that there were at the coronation officials 
and others under orders of the nibilists near 
enough to the czar to have struck him on the 
brow if the word to that effect had been giv- 
en. It was even feared that some too zealous 
partisan might throw a grenade at the czar. 

The ‘‘Telegraph’’ newspaper of Moscow, 
printed here, has been suppressed by the au- 
thorities for printing objectionable articles. 

A pamphlet has been distributed through- 
ont St. Petersburg, in which is reproduced the 
programme for self government, 
claimed by the moderate party. 
The Journal de St. Petersburg says: ‘‘None 
but astrong government, in which the em- 

ror shall hold power and his subjects meet 
1im with loving confidence, can advance 
towards a solution of the greatest of problems. 
Such government only can deal wito the 
work of completely organizing the country, 
and it alone need not shrink from granting 
freedom to the people. 

There is no truth in the story that the 
mayor of Moscow has been removed from 
office. All the foreign newspaper correspond- 
ents and prominent members of the Russian 
press, who were present at the coronation, 
wi:l attend a soiree to be given by General 
Wovontzotf Dachoff, minister of the imperial 
household, and will present him with an ad- 
dress, thanking him for the cordial and liberal 
welcome extended to them during the festivi- 
ties. It is rumored that M. Aksakoff, the 
well-knowu writer, has been banished for 

ublishing an article asking the czar to grant 
fiberal reforms. 

It is declared that the riots which occurred 
in St. Petersburg during the coronation were 
merely drunken excesses of the lower classes, 
which are openly licensed on such occasions. 

THE QUEEN'S HEALTH, 

Lonpow, June 6.—It has been officially as- 
certained, this afternoon, that there is no 
foundation for any alarming rumors that 
may bave been Deeps f putin circulation in 
regard tothe state of the health of the 
queen. She is stated to be progressing slowly 
towards complete recovery of her health. 
She is pronounced to be pee 
better since she has been at Balmoral, 
where she took up her residence on .the 25th 
of May. The court circalar issued this after- 
noon, states that her majesty drove out twice 
on Monday, in the company of the Princess 
Beatrice. The fact that the prince of Wales 
was at the races at Ascot heath, ooth yester- 
day and to-day, shows conclusively that no 
alarm is felt in the royal household about the 
condition of the queen. None of the London 
papers have payne concerning her other 
than the statements in the court circular re- 
ferred to above.

_Maobnip, June 6.—Trial has commenced at 
Xeres of seventeen members of the Black- 
hand society, who are charged with murder 
ing an associate whom they suspected of be- 
traying the secrets of the organization to the 
government. The public prosecutor, on open- 
ing the case, claimed that he would submit 
evidence suflicient to secure the execution of 
sixteen of the prisoners. 

A dispatch to the Times from Madrid says 
the governor general of Cuba having reported 
favorably concerning the state of that island, 
over one hundred exiles will be allowed to 
return there shortly.

SHOT DOWNIN HIS ROOM. 


A SHOCKING MURDER IN THE 
COUNTRY, 


Mr, Joseph G. Sittor, Saperintendent of the Mary- 
land and Charlotte Copper Mine, Snot and Killed 
by Mr. Thos. 1. Shields—Alieged Seduce 
tion of a Sister the Cause, Etc. 


From the Charlotte Observer. 

Considerable excitement was caused in the 
city yesterday morning over the news that 
Mr. Joseph G. Sitton, superintendent of the 
Maryland and Charlotte copper mine, located 
in Hopewell township, had been shot and 
killed by Mr. Thomas L. Shields. The news 
of the shooting was brought to the city by 
Mr. Shields himself, who caméin and deliy- 
ered himself up to the officers, stating that he 
had killed Sitton, and had come directly to 
the city to give himself up. Mr. Shields em- 
ployed Judge Bynum to defend him, and was 


arraigned before Justice Warring 
for a preliminary hearing. On 
appearing before the justice, 


Mr. Shields waived examination and was sent 


to jail, His only statement made before the 
justice was that “Sitton seduced my sister, 
and refused to marry her, and I killed him.’’ 
The prisoner started out for the jail under 
escort of Deputy Sheriff Griffith, followed by 
an excited crowd, eager to see and hear all 
that they could. The reporter visited Mr. 
Shields a short while after his incarceration 
in the jail, and found him sitting on a chair 
in the corridor, with his valise and over- 
coat at his feet. He appeared cool and col- 
lected when the reporter entered, and invited 
us to takeaseat. On being told that our mis- 
sion was to take his statement of the affair, Mr. 
Shields showed a great reluctance to talk, and 
for some time would only repeat over and 
over again that “Sitton seduced my sister and 
refused to make reparation, and I shot him.” 
Mr. Shields was visibly agitated as he spoke 
of the shock the occurrence would be to his 
aged father and mother. “I knew it would 
almost kill them,’’ he said, ‘but I had to do 
it.”’. After some little conversation, the re- 
porter succeeded in drawing out Mr. Shields, 
and he gave his statement about as follows: 

‘*The shooting occurred early in the morn- 
ing, just after breakfast. Sitton was at the 
house of my brother, David H. Shields, who 
lives near the mine, and but a short distance 
from my house. I carried my shotgun with 
me, and on arriving at my brother’s house, I 
set my gun down outside the room in which 
Sitton was at the time. I went in and found 
Sitton preparing to leave. He had bundled 
up his clothing for the purpose of leaving. I 
told him that he had seduced my sister, and 
asked him point blank if he would not make 
the necessary reparation by marrying her. He 
replied> ‘No, not now.’ I begged him to re- 
consider, and say that he would marry her. He 
replied: ‘I’llnot doit; Ll die first.’ With that l 
went outside the door, picked up my gun, and 
re-entering the room, shot him down, I took 
aim at his head, and did not look at him efter 
I fired, but turned immediately and left the 
room, locking the door after me. As quick 
as possible I came on to Charlotte and deliv 
ered myself up to the officers. This is all I 
want to say aboutit. The killing was justi- 
fiable, and Ll only did what I ought to have 
done. My father is an old man, and my 
mother is an old lady, and this thing will al- 
most kill them, but [ could not help it. I 
begged Sitton to marry my sister, whom he 
had ruined, and he refused to do it, and [I 
killed him.” 

On being further interviewed, Mr. Shields 
stated that Sitton was about twice the age 
of his sister, who is only sixteen years old; 
He knew that Sitton had been corresponding 
with ber for some time and saw her frequent- 
ly. In answer to the question as to when or 
at what time Sitton had seduced his sister, he 


‘stated that he did not know—he only knew 


that Sitton had seduced her. 
When he started out Tuesday morning 
to find Sitton, he carried his shotgun 
with him for the purpose of making 


Sitton marry the girl, or failing in this pur- 
pose, to kill him. He was exceedingly cau- 
tious not to give any of the circumstances of 
the seduction, and as the subject seemed to 
be so painful to him, the reporter did not 
press him fora history of the case. He ex- 
pressed no régret at what he had done and his 
only source of solicitude appeared to be for 
the effect it would have on his family, who 
were badly broken up by the occurrence. 

The people in the neighborhood of the 
tragedy are greatly stirred over the affair, and 
numbers of them came to the city to see 
what disposition would be made of the slayer. 
Of course there are two sides of the.affairand 
our office was visited several times during the 
day by neighbors to the murdered. man, who 
desired to relate the other side of the tragedy, 
prompted, they said, out of a desire to 
see justice done the _ fair name 
of the young” girl whom it is 
alleged Sitton seduced. The girl was ques- 
tioned by the neighbors immediately after 
the shooting as tu the truth of the alleged se- 
duction and most bitterly denied the charge. 
She stated in the presence of two reliable wit- 
nesses who will give their testimony in the 
courthouse, that Sitton had never touched 
her and the charge of seduction was all false 
The people of that community who 
know the young lady, regard 
her as a pure and “=yirtuous _ girl, 
and one who is beyon the wily reach of the 
seducer. They are firmly of the opinion that 
there has been no seduction and that so far as 
appearances are concerned, there certainly 
was nothing to indicate seduction. The 
people of Hopewell think that this statement 
ought to be made in justice to the girl, re- 
gardless of the consequences to her brother. 

After the shooting bad occurred, the room 
in which Mr. Sitton’s body lay was entered 
by the neighbors. The murdered man was 
found lying on his back across the bed, his feet 
hanging over the side of the bed. He was fully 
dressed and was evidenttv shot while sitting 
on the side of the bed. Blood was upon the 
floor, as well asupon the bed clothes. The 
load from the gun took effectin Mr. Sitton’s 
right temple, making a hofrible hole, into 
which a fist could almost be thrust. From 
the appearance of the wound, it is evident 
that the muzzle of the gun was in close prox- 
imity to the deceased man’s head when the 
shot was fired. Death was, of course, instan- 
taneous. There are no witnesses to the shoot- 
ing, and the evidence that will be adduced in 
the court house, beyond the testimony of the 
accused, will only be circumstantial. 

One of the neighbors reports that early in 
the morning Mr. Sitton was reading a paper 
in a room on the first floor of Mr. David 
Shield’s house, when Mr. Thomas Shields en 
tered with a shot vun and asked the deceased 
to walk up stairs with him. Mr. Sitton got 
up and accompanied Mr. Shields, the latter 
carrying the gun in his hands. When the 
two reached the room up stairs, Mr. Shields 
shet him down, locked the door and left for 
Charlotte. 

The tragedy is doubly sad by reason of the 
family relations of the parties engaged. A 
sister of Mr, Sitton married Mr. vid L. 
Shields, brother to the slayer, and it was un- 
der this sister’s roof that Mr. Sitton was killed. 
Another sister of the deceased man was mar- 
ried to Rey. D. G. Caldwell, of Concord, but 
who is now pastor of Gilead and Prosperity 
churches, in this county, The deceased 
came to Mecklenburg _ several ears 
ago, from Due West, uth 
Carolina, where he was born and raised. For

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY 


Enacted on the East Tennensee, Virgiula and 
Train Menday Afternoon. oe

The north bound accommodation train on 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad yesterday afternoon when near Burns- 
ville was the scene of a fearful encounter. A 
passenger by the name of Lawrence, from 
about Randolph, was aboard ina considerably 
intoxicated condition. He was 8 
in the aisle by the conductor, Mr. E. L. Nel- 
son, ot this piace. who asked for Lawrence's 
ticket or fare. Without fur- 
ther provocation the  drink-maddened 
man laid one hand on theconductor’sshould 
er, and as he laughingly said, ‘You don’t 
want any fare from me, do you?’ he drew 
a knife across the astonished train official’s 
neck. Conductor Nelson was terribly wound- 
ed, but had strength and courage todraw his 
pistol. Lawrence withdrew along the aisle 
and did the same thing. Beth commenced 
firing at each other, and kept it up until 
their weapons- were emptied of cartridges, 
At least ten shots were fired, but the train 
was running rapidly and the jostling was 
such that the aim of neither availed any- 
thing. What is more wonderful, no one of 
the passengers was hit by one of the man 
random bails. Engineer Sitton was appri 
by the ringing of his bell that something was 
wrong, stopped histrain and came back to 
the passenger car. Conductor Nelson was then 
such an awful sight to behold, reeking as he 
was with his own blood,that Mr. Sitton faint- 
ed. Fortunately for the wounded mano a 
down freight train was met at Burnsville by 
the accommodation, and he was brought 
back to thecity, reaching here about7 p, m. 
Dr. C. J. Clark was summoned, and did all in 
his power for the injured man. It is not 
thought that he is dangerously hurt, antes

Facts from Captain Phisterer'’s “Statistics! Reoord of 
the Armies of the United States."—In the Late 
Wer there Were 23.201 Bngagementea of 
All Kinds—Killed and Wounded. 


From the Washington Republican. ; 

“The Statistical record of the armies of the 
United States’’ is the title of the last or sup. 
plementary volume of the series of ‘The 
Campaigns of the Civil war,’ published by 
Charles Scribner's Sons. Its aurhor is Captain 
Fred Phisterer. It embraces much informa- 
tion of great value in reference to the num- 
bers and organization of our Union armies 
during the democratic rebellion, the record 
of theirengagements, and of their losses in 
battle and by disease, etc. 

From this statistical record we learn that 
from April 12 and 13, 1861, to May 26, 1865, 
a period of four years one month and thirteen 
days, there were between the confederate and 
the union forces 2,261 engagements of all 
kinds. In the following table we have the 
comparative losses in killed, wounded, and 
missing of the confederate and national troops 
in some of the principal battles.

THE RECORDS OF OUR HOSPITALS 
furnish astory equally shocking. The same 
soldier was againand again under medical 
care.. Hence, from May 1, !861, toJune 30, 
1805, in the hospitals of the army, 6,049,645 
cases were treated, of which 185,353 died, and 
223,535 men were discharged from the army 
in consequence of disabilities incurred 
through disease and wounds. During the 
year ending June 30, 1866,'10,274 soldiers also 
died, making a grand total of 195,627 deaths 
in hospitais. In the following we have a 
brief summary of the several statements of 
the different officers of the war department as 
to the aggregate of losses by deaths during the 
rebellion:

And the quartermaster general estimates 
that of those buried in the National ceme- 
teries (of which there are seventy-nine,) about 
300,000 were union soldiers. After explain- 
ing the causes of these discrepancies, and dis- 
cussing the relative probabilities of these 
several statements, Captain Phisterer arrives 
at 504, 569 as the total uf our losses by death. 
This, he considers, is as correct a figure as it 
will ever be practicaole to obtain.

a grand total of 2,047 regiments. Nine regi 
ments of the reguiar infantry were organiza- 
tions of 24 companies each. Reducing these 
also to the standard regiments, and allowing 
for errors, organizations equivalent to 2,050 
regiments entered the service of the United 
States during the rebellion.

From these figures we learn that the great- 
est eflective strength of the army—that is, of 
men present for duty, at any time during the 
rebellion, was 797,807, and that on May 1, 
lsbo, subsequent to the surrender of Lee. On 
March 31, 1565, two days prior to the final as- 
sault upon and capture of Petersburg by 
Grant, the eflective strength of the army— 
that is, of all the union armies spread all over 
the nation, was only 657,747, instead of the 
millions at which it was placed by our patri- 
ots of the copperhead democrstic faith.

‘ THE “WiiY” OF REPUBLICANISM. 
Mr. John Sherman, who, as the people of 
this country well know, has been handicapped 
for years by his remarkable political honesty 
and his unaflected modesty, has recently been 
telling a group of his fe low citizens in Ohio 
“why we are republicans.’’ One would sup- 
pose that modest John knew all aboutit. He 
has been republican for quite a number of 
years. Inrespect of his peculiar brand of 
politics, he has been consistent and persistent. 
In other words, he has been a professional re- 
publican for nearly a generation, and he 
ought to know why he and other people are 
republicans. Here is his explanation: ‘‘We

GOLD AND SILVER. 

Mr. Burchard, director of the mint, puts the 
product of the Georgia gold mines in 1882 at 
$250,000; of North Carolina at $190,000; of 
South Carolina at $25,000, and of Virginia at 
$15,000—a total of $480,000, This amount is 
an increase of about 100 per cent over the fig- 
ures from the same source for the previous 
year. Weare willing to accept them simply 
as an indication that the director of the mint 
begins to appreciate the resources of the Blue 
Ridge gold belt. 

The entire bullion production of the coun- 
try in 1882 was $32,500,000, just about one 
half of which came from California, and most 
of the other half from Arizona, Colorado, 
Dakota, Idaho, Montana and Nevada. The 
yield of Oregon was $830,000. We 
have no reason to be ashamed of Georgias 
production, even when the figures are placed 
in the same column with those*from the ter- 
ritories and the states of the far west. Cer- 
tain it is that Georgia is the gold-bearing 
state on this side of the country. She finds 
no superior east of Colorado; and the day is 


not distant when some of the Pacific states 
and territories that outrank her now will be 
compelled to accept places ‘lower down. 
There were dimunitions last year in Califor- 
nia where thequariz mines show a falling off, 
especially at Bodie; in Oregon, where the 
placers are nearly exhausted; and in Nevada, 
Idaho and Dakota. The entire production of 
the year was $2,200,000 less than in the pre- 
rious year. If 1883 shows astill further re 
duction, as seems most probable, it will have 
to take place in the mines 
and placers. ol the far west, for 
all the reports from our own gold belt point. 
to higher although still modest figures) We 
simply claim for the mines of Georgia and 
the Carolinas a moderate but regular capacity 
that depends wholly upon the energy and 
capital expended in them. The yield of 
Colorado could be realized from them, we 
verily believe, if an equal amount of capital 
skill and mining experience were applied. 
There are millions invested in Colorado where 
there are thousands in Georgia, but in the 
long run the slow-but-sure belt will win over 
prudent investors. 
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THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

Eleven months of the fiscal year haye ex- 
pired, and we have been able to reduce the 
public debt less than 12) millions. The re- 
duction of the year will not probably exceed 
125 millions; last year the reduction was 151 
millions. This falling off is chiefly due to the 
that the pension office de- 

mands and to a loss in customs receipts.

The expenditures, including the interest 
on the public debt, for the last eleven months 
were $250,649,299, against $242,249 542 in the 
corresponding period of 1882. The ordinary 
expenses of the government were 12 millions 
more, the pension bill rose 8 millions, and 
the interest account fell off 1114 millions. 
The expenditures of May were nearly 26 mil- 
lions, over 12 millions of which went for 
pensions, 

In the course of a year the gold and silver 
certificates have been increased 92 millions, 
the gold coin in the treasury 43 millions, 
and the silver dollars 24 millions. The 
Union Pacific railroad owes the people 58 
millions, and the Central Pacific over 43 
millions, The available cash in the treasury 
is $151,549,331, a decrease since May 1, of 
about 5 millions. 

All of the six percents and most of the 
five-and-e-alf per cent bonds have been 
funded. The amount of continued three- 
and-a-half per cent bonds still 
outstanding subject to call is about 33 mil- 
lions, but it is thought that this amount will 
not called in for redemption 
in several months, on account of the policy 
of the treasury department in reference to 
the reserve. Since August 1, seven calls for 
bond have been issued, aggregating 107 mil- 
lions, and all of this amount bas been re- 
deemed except 4'4 millions. The interest

bir. Peter McGeoch is running a corner in 
lard in Chicago. MeGeoch is not a “biger’’ 
man than Armour, but he outranks all the 
rest in Chicago’s provisions den, The wily 
Scotchman bought for June delivery tierces 
of lard almost beyond computation, and when 
warehouse receipts were sent in to make de. 
liveries on the contracts he held, he found that 
he was offered several thousand tierces of 
alleged lard manufactured by Fowler broth- 
ers, wh9 ,conduct an immense English pack- 
ing house, known the Anglo-American 
packing company, with branches all over the 
world, Next to Armour’s, it is the largest 
packing house in Chicago. The lard offered 
to Mr. McGeoch is known to the trade as 
“Wright & Co’s,” and the ground upon which 
it was at first refused was adulteration. The 
lard was, however, finally received to avoid 
complications, but still under 
protest, and the whole matter 
is to be carried before the directors of the 
Chicago board of trade. The Fowler brothers 
are to be summoned for trial, and if the 
charges are sustained they are to be expelled. 

Let us hope Mr. McGeoch will be patriotic 
enough to sift the matter to the bottom. 

he adulteration of lard isa villainous prac- 
tice; and if the Anglo-American company is 
guilty every member of it should be made to 
suffer all possible penalties of it. It is 
charged that fully forty per cent of 
the lari in question consists of 
some substance other than hogs’ fat. Some 
say it is cotton seed oil, or tallow, or white 
dirt, or foul grease—some one thing and some 
another; and all agree that the system of in- 
spection employed in Chicago is valueless. A 
chemical analysis is needed in these days of 
skillfal roguery. It is stated that McGeoch 
employed detectives and is ready to produce 
testimony relative to the methods employed 
in the layd-tanks of the offending 
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provision — dealers—and that ; 
saying a good deal. Let us hope the entire 
process of manufacture will be given to the 
world; 1@all see that adulterated lard from 
Chicago is not after all preferable to pure cot- 
ton seed oil from our own oil mills. McGeoch 
is our champion just now, and we do not care 
how far hecarries the war on adulterated lard. 
If the Fowlers are innocent, let the fact be 
made to appear; but if they are guilty, let the 
truth be made so plain that even the wayfar- 
ing consumer cannot mistake it. 

“The simple truth,’’ says the Chicago Tri- 
bune, fearlessly, ‘‘is that the business is even 
now so utterly demoralized thatit cannot 
continue much longer in its present condi- 
tion. Likea man atthe gasp of death, it 
must either mend or die. Whether MeGeoch 
tries or succeed or not to prove his claims 
made last week itis an open secret in the 
trade that the packers have been reduced to} 
the necessity of turning out the poorest 
stuff that will pass muster under the rules, 
and legal authority is quoted to the ef- 
fect that chemical analysis should not be 
permitted asa test of fraud. In other words, 
there are certain modes of trial, and those 
the most conclusive of all, which may not be 
resorted to. And so close is the competition 
that the stuff which people dare not submit to 
scientific scrutiny pays no better profit to the 
manufacturers tuan the pure article did not 
many yearsago. There was a big profit to a 
few unscrupulous individuals during the pro- 
cess of letting the article down to a low 
grade; but it is a question if there isany mon- 
ey in it to them now; while the business cer- 
tainly does not pay the less dishonest ones 
who can only stoop to the comparatively 
harmless kinds of adulteration.

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GEORGIA’S DEAD. 
DR. CURRAN ROGERS. 

At Thomaston, Georgia, last Monday, died Dr. 
Curran Rogers, in his seventy-ninth vear. He had 
lived nearly halfacenturyin Upson county, and 
did much toward its early building up. -Before 
and during the war he was a large cotton manu- 
facturer and a man of great wealth. He was fore- 
mostin every progres-iye movement, anda model 
citizen in every sevse. His home was known 
throughout middle Georgia for its hospitality aud 
its elegance. His death was sincerely regretted in 
the community he had benefitted so much. 

DR. A. MEANS, 

The death of Dr. Alexander [| of Oxford, re- 
moves one of the prominent figures in Georgia his- 
toily. He wasof Lrish parentage and was born in 
South Carolina, His youth was passed in Washing- 
ton county. Hegraduated at Columbia college and 
at the Louisville medical college. Nearly fifty years 
ago he moved to Newton county. In 1833 the Meth- 


odist conference, at the su ggestion of a 
committee, of which Dr. Boring, of 
this city, was chairman, determined 


to establish a manual labor school at Covington 
At its head was placed Dr, Means. He labored 
faithfully in that work as in all that he undertook. 
Two years later the manual school grew into Em- 
ory college. Dr. Few was its first president, but 
Dr. Means continued his connection with the in- 
Stitution and became its fourth’ president. He 
was connected with the college from its 
foundation until his death through all its struggles 
to ils present prosperity. His name was a house- 
hoid word in Oxford, Since the war he had not | 
done active service as a professor, but held the 
emeritus chair of chemistry. Asa practical chem- 
ist he had few equals, and his eminent usefulness 
was recognized not only in the south but by 
several scien tific societies of Europea, 
of which he was elected a fellow. He travelled ex- 
tensively in Europe before the war and was received 
with marked honor among the men of science. 
When the Atlanta Medical College Was founded he 
became one of its first corps of lecturers and served 
the Augusta Medical college in the same capacity, 
this then being a summer. and that * 
winter sohool.

WASHINGTON, June4.—A new jigger on affairs 
has been turned in connection with the internal 
revenue collectorship, at Savannah.

The fact that Judge Me- 
Cay sas oat aen abond which had been rejected by 
Darnel twice, was credited to the influence of Km- 
ory Speer, who has been to Savannah recently in 
the interest of Pleasant or White, as against Gen- 
eral Longstreet’s recommendation of Wimberly.

Now we wish Greenville wel!. We would rejoice 
to see her connected with this grand trunk line of 
railway bya branch to this place, Easley or some 
other convenient point, but Pickens and Easley 
have chartered rights which they do not propose to 
surrender without a .murmur. It was by the 
brains, energy and money of these places that the 
success of the enterprise was made possible. The 
two placesfiave expended in the neighborhood of 
ten heawne dollars, and the grading between the 
two pointsis about completed. A good deal of 
grading has been done below Fasley iu Anderson 
courty, which would all be thrown away if the 
‘flank movement’ of Greenville succeeds. Green- 
ville proposes t6 give $100,000 to have the road ‘di- 
verted’ by that place. Where it proposed to goafter: 
getting to Greenville we do not know, but, of course, 
if the mountains are crossed it must be done at 
Mastatee Gap, as there is no other practicable cross- 
ing in the state.

The Muscle Shoals. 
From the Chattanooga Times. 

The Muscle shoals canal is on the north branch 
of the river aud its length is fourteen miles. 

Ii is built alongside and closeto the river, much 
of the way through solid rock excavations. Noone 
who has not visited the canal have any idea of its 
magnitude. 

Into the umerou:

as First creek, Second creex, Blue Water creek, 
Fourmile creek, Sixmile creek and Shoal creek. 
Most of these creeks will be feeders for the canal. 
Between the canal and river dams will be built, 
aud the slack water thus formed will be utilized, 
the deep waterjust above the dam forming a part 
of the canal itself, while the surplus water will fall 
over the dum and pass into the river a few feet dis- 
tant. 

Upon the south embankment of the canala nar- 
row gauge railroad track has been placed the whole

The railroad track isa very im- 
portant auxiliary in the construcfion of the canal. 

But the locks themselves, nine in number, are 
sights worth a long journey to visit. 

imagine twoenormous paraflel walls composed 
of iminense blocks of stone, many of them weigh- 
ing from three to six tons, some of the walls thirty 
feetin height, fourto erght feet thick, hammered 
stome om the iuside, resung on solid rock fouuda- 
tious, these walls 4°0 feetin length and sixty feet 
apart, and you can form anideaof theamount of la- 
borexpended in the construction of nine such 
massive structures of solid masonry. 

You will remember, too, that much of the stone 
has been trausported a distance of many miles, 
from quarries, some of which are situated on jhe 
opposite side of the river. 

The jJength of each lock chamber is 300 feet, so 
that when cOupleted a steamboat nearly 3vu0 feet 
in length can be brought through them. 

These locks are monuments ot engineering skill, 
that have no equalsin the new world, except the 
locks in the Welland canal. 

AtShoal creek the Gam process has not been em- 
ployed. The waters of the creek huve a heavy fall, 
in freshets creating a terrific Current, and the bed 
of the creek is very broad. 

Across the bed of the creek have been built 
twenty-six piers thirty-three fect apart, wito a clear 
span of thirty feet, and upon these piers is to be 
placed an acqueduct, the floor and sides to be of 
ihick planks or boiler iron, resting on immense 
iron girders orsills. To build these piers coffer 
dams had first to be sunk in the bed of the creek, 
and the accueduct will be curved. 

Greatly to our surprise we were told that there 
was a far less quantity of stonein the whole of these 
twenty-six piers thanin one lock and the cost of 
constructing these piers was only about $70,000, 
while the locks cost upon an average about $100,000 
each.

Augusta Cotton. 

‘Spectator’? in the Savannah News presents the 
Central railroad side of the case. Hesays: In your 
issue of May 22d, and also of the 30th, are commu- 
nications ia regard to Savannah’s cotton receipts.

correct that $1.25 per bale is charged on cotton by 
rail from Augusta to Savannah, usalso the state- 
ment tuat the boats Can profitably transport cotton 
at fifty cents per bale. but this does not prove that 
the saving to the shipper would be seventy-five 
celits per bale. The facts that the railroad 
charges $1.25 per bele on cotton to transport it from 
Augusta and deliverin Savannah at press or steamer 
f New York, Philadelphia, Boston, etc., and

The answer is, that duricg the cotton season there 
are almost always vessels lying at the wharf of the 
préss, and the river steamers cannot discharge 
acrossthem. Again, if cotton is shipped by rail 
from Augiista through to northern ports, it goes on 
through bills of lading, and much more than the 


billsof lading the shipper can Craw with -bills of 
lading attached at once, but not so if shipped by 
river steamers. ‘Tne assertion that the ‘ Central 
railroad has bought off the two or three steamers,’’ 
is incorrect, and is calculated to do injustice to and 
create a prejudice against this road, which has 
been, and sull is, the mostimportant factorin the 
building 1p ofSavannah.

NEW YORK, June 6.—Speculation on the stock 
exchange to-day has been moderately active and 
generally strong. The market opened firm ata 
fractional improvement over yesterday’s closing 
quotations. In the early dealings it recorded a fur- 
ther advatice of \% to %{ per cent, led by New Jer- 
sey Central, part of which was subsequently lost. 
During the next hour and a quarter the market was 
strong and sold up to 1% per cent, Union Pacific, 
Reading, and St. Paul being mos: prominent in the 
upward movement. In the early part of the after- 
noon there was a reaction ex,.ending to 4 per cent, 
which was followed later on by another advance of 
\% to % per cent, the latter for Union Pacific, while 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapo- 
lis sold up to 744 from 71% at the opening. After 
another slight reaction the market became strong 
and advanced to the close, the coal shares leading 
therein. The market closed strong at the best fig- 
ures of the day, for some stocks ‘4 to 1% per cent 
higher than at yesterday’s close. the latier for Union 
Pacific. The general causes of to-day’s buoyancy 
are good crop prospects and increased earnings of 
the Southwestern railroads compared with the cor- 
respouding period of last year. Transactions aggre- 
gated 565,000 shares.

The 
yield of wheat will be 93 per cent of an ayver- 
age crop, and the quality is excellent, being 
aimost entire!ly free from rust. | 

The stand of cotton is 94 per cent of an 
average stand, and the condition—referring 
chiefly to its freedom from grass—is also 4. 
The plant is backward and rather smaller 
than usual.

A CARD FROM MR.R. A. BACON. 


Ile Offers Mr. M. FE. Thernton Fifty Per Cent Ad- 
vance on fits Atianta Real Estate. 

EE prrors Constirutron—Col. M. E. Thornton 
of this city, in an article devoted to proving 
that real estate in Atlanta was too high and, 
declining, said: ‘‘I will sell my real estate and 
other investments in Atlanta for ninety per 
cént on the dollar, and some of it is on 
Whitehall street.’’ He further said: “If you 
don’t take this offer you have no right to 
question our statement, viz.: that real estate 
is inflated in price and prospects,”’ 

‘To show the impression that this conveyed, 
the Augusta Chronicle, commenting on it, 
said: ‘‘He(Mr. Thornton) offers his real estate, 
some of it most costly, at ten per cent dis- 
count.’ Mr. Thornton copied this statement 
in his editorial coluiun, with approval, there- 
by I presume indursing it. In yesterday’s 
paper he SaYS: 

We have been accosied several times to know if 
our proposition to sell our Atlanta real est&te at 90 
per cent still held good, and if we would take that. 
We distinctly state that the origina! proposition 
still holds good, and in fact we might shade ata 
grade lower, and also say this, if there is no one 
menin Atlanta who has enough money te yenture 
to purchase ail we have here at 90 per cent less than 
what we paid, they can form a syndicate,or we will 
take their notes with approved security at 7 per 
cent, not 8 for part of the purchase money. If there 
is much future in Atlanta this isa fine opportunity. 
The question now resolves itself into this: ‘You 
must either put up or shut up.”’ 

Yesterday a few capitalists, after examining 
some of his real estate in company with my- 
self, and agreeing upon the value of most of 
it. deputed me tocallon him. I found him 
in his office, and told him I| was ready to take 
his. real estate at ninety cents in the dollar—to 
take it all, and pay cash. 

He declined to sell it, stating that I must 
also take his newspaper, his interest in a drug 
store, and all gother investments he had made 
in Atlanta. As his newspaper, according to 
his own statement, cost over $27,000, and as 
he advertised last Sunday to give a half inter- 
est to any man who would take it and run it, 
we of course did not want the paper. As none 
ofusare in the drug business, we did not 
want hisdrug store. .1 understood Mr.Thorn- 
ton to say that his investments in Atlanta 
summed up $42,000. As _ his fever has 
cost $27,000, deduct the cost of the drug store 
and the other investments from the remain- 
ing $15,000 1 understood him to have invested, 
and there is little left for real estate—certainly 
u0t more than “any one capitalist in Atlanta 
could handle.” And certainly not enough to 
lioat off the rest of his property. He may 
have meant $42,000 outside of his paper. 

But we did want his real estate. And*] 
then offered him 100 cents on the dollar, cash, 
forall he had. He declined. 1 thengffered 
him 125 cents for every dollar’s worth of his 
Atlanta real estate. He declined. I then 
eflered him 50 per cent advance on the price 
he paid for every dollar’s worth of his real es- 
tate, and proposed to pay cash. He dec:ined 
this, 

it is thus shown beyond cavil, that his At- 
lanta real estate, the very thing that foreign 
papers seem to think that he is denouncing, 
has made him an advance of 50 per cent in 
less than a year. Colonel T., as | undersiood 
him, said that either his Atlanta real estate 
or his Atlanta investments were paying 22 per 
cent. I was ‘astonished that he 
wished to sell, but he stated 
that be was anxious to get out of Atlanta. I 
have shown it is not his real estate that keeps 
him here, but that the premium on that may 
help to effect a sale of his other property.

~ TO BE ABOLISHED. 


THE DEATH OF THE STREET COM- 
MISSIONERS DECREED. 


The Adjourned Session of the;City Counofl Last Night 
Produces a Warm Disousston—Che Report of 
tue L-gisiative Committee—The Liveliest 
Session tLe Body hus Ever Known, 


In adjourned session, the city council con- 
vened in Mayor Goodwin's office last night. 
The meeting was for the purpose of receiving 
and considering the report of the special com- 
There were present 
Mayor Goodwin, presiding, and a quorum of 
councilmen, Councilman Brotherton, 
chairman of the special committee, presented 
a report which clearly exhibited a deep study 
of the necessary legislation and a careful 
preparation of the paper. | 

The first clause of the report asked for the 
repeal of the act creating the board of com- 
missioners of streets andsewers. At the con- 
clusion of the readiag of this section 
Councilman Ryan observed that he would 
like to know the reasons for abolishing this 
board, and moved that the rules be suspend- 
ed in order to hear from Mr. Venable, of the 
commission. The motion prevailed and Mr. 
Venable addressed the council. In his re- 
marks Mr. Venable reviewed the work of the 
commission from its beginning. He said that 
when the work on Alabama street was con- 
templated bids were asked for but there was 
no response, andthe work was done by the 
city at an actual expense of 764 cents per 
square yard forlabor. Later,during the ex- 
istence of the board bids were asked for, and 
the contract for the same work was let at 72 
cents persquare yard or 4 cents less per square 
yard by contract than by the city itself. The 
gentleman then compared the price now paid 
for macadamizing and paving with that paid 
by the city when the commission began its 
work. This comparison showed a like de- 
crezse in the cost and developed the fact that 
seven bids were now submitted for work to 
one when the cammission was organized. Mr. 
Venable then exhibited clearly the manner 
in which bills were audited by the commis- 
sion. 

‘Mr. Berkele of the commission was heard. 
Hie indorsed the work of the commission from 
its birth. 

Mr. Maher, of the same body, was certain 
that no godd could be accomplished by abol- 
ishing the commission. He thought if there 


was any member of the com mis- 
sion who was objectionable to 
the people or the council he should 


be required to make room for a better man. 

Councilman Brotherton moved that the 
council adopt the report of the committee as 
to the clause read. The motion received 
a second. 

Councilman Howell argued against the 
adoption of the report and suggested that the 
board be increased to five members. He gave 
a link of reasons for his desire to see the 
board retained. 

During Councilman MHowell’s remarks, 
Mayor Goodwin interrupted him by asking 
whether he had not recently expressed him- 
self in favor of abolishing the board. Coun- 
cilman Howell gave an aflirmative answer, 
and said thatthe changein his views was 
caused by a recent and thorough investiga- 
tion of the workings of the board whereby he 
ascertained enough to convince him that the 
board was a good institution. 

Mayor Goodwin called Councilman Ryan 
to the chair, and while that gentleman was 
presiding his honor addressed the council, 
urging the adoption of the report. Mr. 
Goodwin reviewed the work of the commis- 
sion, and said that no three men would 
be acceptable in that position. He 
denied the fact that the bill creating the com- 
mission was his child. He said _ that 
he was a member of the legislative commit- 
tee which Sdrafted the billcreating the com- 
mission. He was one of the committee op- 
posed to the bill, and it was through his work 
that the two-thirds feature was introduced in 
the bill. The mayor declared that the . exist- 
ence of the board was due more to 
Mr. Beskele, the present chairman, 
of the commission and to ex-Councilman 
Knapp than toany oneelse. He was of the 
opinion that every cent paid to that board 
was money thrown away. He declared that 
the board could create a monopoly and. as 
serted thatit was too small in numbers. 
The speaker then reviewed the 
election of the chairman of the board of the 
commission and related. the fact that the 
chairman voted for himself in order to secure 
his own election, whereby his salary was in- 
creased. The mayor declared that the chair- 
man of the board drew $500 salary last year 
when he wasentitled to only $300 and that now 
in plain English that the chairman owed 
the city an even $200; The speaker declared 
thet he didn’t recite these “facts as charges 
against the gentleman, but for the purpose of 
showing the expense of the board. The may- 
or then read the resolution fixing the salary 
of the commission which assessed the salaries 
of the commissioners at $200 and the chair- 
man $300. He then saidthat Mr. Berkele in- 
terpreted the resolution to be $200 for his 
membership and $300 for his chairmanship, 
making his salary $500. This view of the case 
was supported by ex-Councilman Knapp who 
wrote the original resolution, and in this 
manner, Mr. berkele.drew the. $500. 

Kach commissioner then took the floor in 
reguiar order and explained the election and 
its workings by which Mr. Berkele became 
chairman of the board. 

Councilman Ryan expressed a good feeling 
for each member of the board, but said that 
he would vote to abolish it. He felt certain 
that the work carved out for the commission 
could be equally done well by the council. 
He declared his remarks were not intended 
as any reflection upon the board orapy mem- 
ber ot it. 

Alderman Healy addressed the council, 
indorsing all Councilman Ryan said. The 
question was then called, and resulted in 
adopting the clause. The second clause of 
the report was relative to taxation, and read: 
‘To authorizize the mayor and genera! council 
of said city to tax the gross sales of merchan- 
dise sold in said city, such tax not to exceed 
one-eighth ()<) of one per cent on the amount 
of gross sales of goods sold at wholesale, and 
one-fourth (',) of one per cent on the amount 
of gross sales of goods soid at retail, the power 
conveyed hereby in no way to effect the au- 
thority to levy and collect an ad valorem 
tax on merchandise or specific business tax, 


and to provide that if sales are taxed mer- 
chandise shall’not at the same time be taxed 
ad valorem.,’’ 


Adopted.
